No one can suc¬ 
cessfully .-.intend thsl his whole life us 
an olli.-ial lias not lawn soiilfullv and 
' niie»mpromi*ingly directed toward* the 
performance of duty. 

Judge Red wine's method* of holding 
court, as compared with those of the 
court* of other purt« of the atal<*, have 
I wen the subject of much favorable com¬ 
ment. Kxprcsai.uia of r.gret have been 
heard from those who have witnessed the 
proceeding* in hi* courts llmt tiie state 
court* generally are not conducted oil 
the name hu*inc*s-Hke plan that lie per- 
*iie*. In some of our circuit courts, hv 
fur too many, it laxy lawyer who hn* 
fulled to prepare Id* cu-c, or one whohn* 
n had cast* which he doe* not want to 
bring U» trial, can pet up with any old 
lie tin Id* ln»* and secure a continuance; t 
lie can run off" the important wituc».c* 
and that insures the continuanced.-irvd. ' 
Witnesses under bond for appearance 
mnv fall to come at the time required, 

I when their bonds have la*t*ii for- 
1 r. ted the forfeiture can lie set oaidw 
with a little miiowIIi tulle to the court, 
and the tmntinuunce £•*>«. Kviry pre¬ 
text for delay *>**em* to meet with en¬ 
couragement. I .oug-winded speeches 
1 atxnit nothing, simply to couMliue time, 
tolerated. Judgment* are set aside on 
hair-splitting technicalities uud n**w 
trial* grantrd. and tiie same old routine 
of continuance gov* on. Thu* tiie Inisi- 
li* «» tiecome* oiiig. sled, Mol the business 
of tin* people, whose interest* demand 
prompt adjudication, erratic suffer. 
Sheriff* and their deputies, who fuil to 
u*e due diligence In the exercises of their 
duties, are leniently dealt with. 

In Judge Red wine's court* this i* dif¬ 
ferent. From the moment of opening 
court, which is ut seven in the morning 
when a rush of Inisine** demands It, 

. until tiie adjourning hour all i* business. 
Attorneys, litigants, witnesses and court 
official* are promptly present and not a 
moment’* time is lost. I.swver* cannot 
get continuances -imply to thwart the 
ends of justice If witnesses are not 
present either the officer or witness i* 
held accountable for it. Argument* of 
unnecessary length are not tolerated, 
lawyer* cannot quibble with the court. 
If importance«urt paper* are lost some¬ 
body i* held responsible for it. Perfect 
j order prevail* in hi* Courts at all time*. 
Such method* a* then* inspire respect 
for law and supprmn crime, n* well ns 
j being a vast saving to the »t«te'« expen- 
; *e# in holding courts, which alone i« n 
magnificent recommendation in Judge 
Red wine's favor. 

One of the manv tilings which can bo 
•aid in Judge Itcdwiiie's favor is that, 

: during hia whole term of office, he hs* 
never been ahm-nt a single day from the 
lwnch. There have been no special 
judges in hi* court*, with thecon*eqiient 
confusion and delay in the proceedings, 
thus prolonging the term* at the expense 
of the tax-pavers, lie has alwav* been 
at hit post, *ick or well, rain or sbine. 

The vital interests of the Twenty-third 
judicial district demsud that Judge Red- 
wine be continued in office. A change 
'of official* will be a serious mistake, and 
we. »• a public journalist, deem it our 
duty to imprcos this upon the mind* of j 
the voters. It i* true that the people of 
the Twenty thirl judicial district, re- 
gardleaa of politic*, are eminently »nti»- 
fied with Judge Kcdwine and wi»h to re i 
tain him in office. A few ring politi¬ 
cians and tricksters desire a change, hut 1 
1 these unscrupulous trb*k«ter*, who have 
I none other but nemonal interest at stake, | 
must not and shall not be permitted to 
endanger the beat interests of the dis¬ 
trict by electing a man to the office of 
judge who la untried, about whvm noth¬ 
ing Is known except that he ia identified ! 
with corporations, and whose sympathies 
are with tbe corporations and not with 
the people.—Jackion Hustler.
